and France agreed to peace in 
their war against Germany. 


Partitioned fallen Poland, each 


taking about one-half of the na- 
tion's territory. 


Planned to draw up an eco- 


nomic program by which Russian 
raw materials will be delivered to 
Germany. 


At the same time Soviet Russia 


and Estonia reached sweeping 
mutual 
assistance 
and 
trade 


agreements under which Russia 
gained the right to fortify two 
strategic Estonian islands and one 
port as naval and air bases. Red 
land and air forces are to be al- 
lowed in certain areas; Riga 
heard that provisions would bo 
made for garrisoning 25,000 Rus- 
sian troops in Estonia. 


Events on Front Minor 


Developments chronicled on the 


war fronts were relatively minor. 


The German high command re-

New York, Sept. 29 UP)—Chair- 


man John D. M. Hamilton of the 
Republican national committee de- 
clared last night there would be 
no Republican-Democratic truce, 
or a ban on politics before the 
1940 presidential election. 


In a speech interpreted as a re- 


ply to President Roosevelt's recent 
plea for an adjournment of poli- 
tics, the Kansan told the New 
York county Republican commit- 
tee and party workers: 


"Nothing would be more disas- 


trous to this nation than an ad- 
journment of politics which would 
permit a blackout of urgent domes- 
tic problems." 


Questioning the seriousness of 


the emergency in this country as 
the result of the European vyar, 
Hamilton flatly rejected any idea 
of a "coalition" government with 
Republicans and Democrats sit- 
ting in bi-party cabinet. 
"Let no leadership attribute un- 


worthy motives to those who differ 
honestly with it and have the cour- 
age to express those differences," 
he said, adding: 
"We are Americans first and 


Republicans second." 


Hamilton joined Kenneth Simp- 


son, national committeeman from 
New York, in an attack on the 
New Deal. 
Both speakers cau- 


tioned Americans against letting 
the war abroad turn them from 
domestic problems. 


"The hopeless failure of the 


New Deal to restore any measure 
of fundamental recovery is just 
as real, just as apparent today as 
it was before war was declared 
in Europe," Simpson said. 


Hamilton said he resented "any 


attempt in the name of emergency 
to stampede the party into becom- 
ing a mere rubber stamp for ad- 
ministration proposals, to divert 
it from its proper function in our 
system of representative govern- 
ment."

His full name is John Standish Surtees Prendergast 


Vereker. He is also Viscount Gort. Most important, 
he is chief of the British Imperial General Staff and 
commander-in-chief of the expeditionary forces. 
"Tiger" Gort's promotion, in 1937, to Britain's No. 


1 soldiei caused a sensation. English army promotions 
were usually based on seniority and Gort had some 


30 senior officers ahead of him. But England knew 
Gort's reputation. "Thank goodness," commented one 
veteran general, "we arp now under the command of 
a proper soldier and shall not be shot sitting." 


Gort had 32 years of distinguished military service 


to recommend him for the post. At 19 he joined the 
Grenadier Guards. The year 1914 found him a cap- 
tain. By 1918 he was a brevet-major. 
He had been 


mentioned in dispatches nine times, had von the 
Military Cross, the Distinguished Service Order, and 
the Victoria Cross, Britain's highest award.

He commanded a Shanghai force in 1927. 
Five 


years later he became director of military training in 
India. In 1936 he was named commandant of the 
Camber-ley staff college. It was there that admiring 
young army men gave him the nickname "Tiger" for 
his personal courage and driving energy. 


Descended from one of the Norman knights, Gort 


looks like and is a typical English aristocrat. He 
rides to hounds, flies a plane and yachts when at his 
Isle of Wight estate. 


He is 53, divorced, has a grown son and daughter.

THE HUNTING SEASON 


The Conservation Department in announc- 


ing the opening of the first of several fall 
hunting .seasons, on Sunday, October 1, 
when it will be legal to hunt woodcock, one 
of the most popular of all game birds, calls 
the attention of hunters to a new section of 
the Conservation Law which prohibits loaded 
guns being carried in automobiles. 


The new provision in part reads: "No per- 


son while in or on an automobile shall take 
game nor shall he use any lights thereon for 
such purpose, nor shall any gun or rifle, ex- 
cept a pistol or revolver, be carried in an 
automobile unless the same be unloaded in 
both the chamber and the magazine." The 
Conservation officials state that this provi- 
sion is very clear and that no gun or rifle, 
while in an automobile, should have any kind 
of loaded shell in it. 


There have been many complaints in past 


seasons, about reckless hunters, who have 
been endangering others' lives by tramping 
over their property and firing aviy with 
reckless abandon. Such an invasion of human 
rights in the name of sportsmanship is sheer 
stupidity. If hunters want to enjoy the privi- 
lege of this sport, this practice must be 
stopped. 


Sportsmen's organizations deplore such 


tactics and state that a reckless few are re- 
sponsible for the complaints. But why are 
the reckless few licensed and why are their 
tactics tolerated? The continued disregard 
for the other fellow—a major cause of many 
automobile casualties—might result in re- 
quiring applicants taking examinations as to 
their ability and mental and moral status 
that the reckless might be weeded out.

DUCKS' RIGHTS 


Melvin L. Wheeler of Wichita, Kan., an 


amateur aviator, is a sadder and wiser man 
as a result of a recent experience with wild 
clucks. Flying his homemade plane over a 
neighboring lake, he spied a flock of ducks 
and thought it would be good fun to fly right 
at them and give them a scare. 


It was, but Wheeler was reported to the 


game authorities and fined in Federal court 
for violating the migratory bird act. 


It is surprising to find how many rights 


are possessed by wild birds and animals. 
Some disgusted hunters think they have 
more rights than sportsmen have. But the 
.sporlMiien gain by such protection in the long 
rim. 


BRIGHTER PAVEMENTS 


Nearly all of the efforts so far to make 


highways brighter at night seem to depend 
mainly on 1ho automobile headlights for their 
success. And there are new headlights that 
make a big improvement. But lighting engi- 
neers are beginning to tackle the pavement 
itself. 


A "diffusing pavement" is being used ex- 


perimentally on a stretch of roadway near 
Lynn, Mass. Its purpose is to spread the 
rays which fall on it from overhead lights. 
There is glued to the regular pavement a 
layer of granite chips which have consider- 
able reflecting and refracting power. They 
mr-kc available for visibility 30 per cent more 
of the light than usual. 


Whenever anything of this kind is men- 


tioned, there are drivers who immediately 
want 1o know why the engineers don't start 
at the bottom of the whole trouble, and insist 
on paving materials which themselves will 
reflect more light. It is well known that 
black asphalt and red brick soak up nearly 
all the light from headlights and overhead 
lights. And drivers also know that plain con- 
crete gives about the best visibility of ordi- 
nary paving. 


Where darker materials are used, it looks 


like mere common sense to give them a sur- 
face r-oating of some material with high re- 
flecting power. That would usually make 
overhead li-his unnecessary; reflection from 
-.he headlights would be enough. 


GOOD TRAFFIC'NEWS 


The Illinois highway department finds that 


nine cities 'in the state, with populations be- 
tween 10,000 and 25,000, reached the middle 
of September without a single traffic fatality 
KO far in 1939. One city in the next size-range 
—25,000 to 50,000-aIso has a clean slate 


Heart disease stands first as a cause of death but 


thousands of individuals live 10 to-30 years after 
discovering that they have heart disease, in fact, 
some live even longer. This is because they learn to 
live within the limit of the power of their heart. 


Cancer stands second as a cause of death and if 


the disease is discovered early and treated by sur- 
gery, Xray, or radium, these patients may live for 
many years afterwards. 


Unfortunately, in most cases, cancer is not dis- 


covered early, and as there is no way of checking 
its growth or living within safe limits, death occurs 
in a few months or years. 


If cancer occurs on the skin, in the breast, or 


where it can be seen or its symptoms definitely no- 
ticed by the patient, early removal is possible and 
life saved. However, when the cancer occurs where 
it cannot be seen and its symptoms resemble those 
of other conditions, it may grow so rapidly that 
when it is discovered it is too late. It is for this 
reason that cancer oC the stomach is not discovered 
early; the patient things he has just "a little indi- 
gestion." 


Dr. Frederick Christopher, Evanston, 111,, in Sur- 


gery, Gynecology and Obslretrics, states, "By far 
the most frequent site of cancer is the stomach. Of 
vital importance are careful studies of the "early" 
symptoms. The cure of cancer of the stomach can 
only be affected when the patient appears normal, 
no anaemia, no growth that can be melt by the phy- 
sician and no loss of weight." It can thus be seen 
how easy it is for the patient not to suspect any 
real trouble and so not report his "mdigeston" to 
his physician. 


Dr, Donald Balfour, Mayo Clinic, states that 


there is no characteristic symptom or group of 
symptoms to tell patient or physician that cancer 
of the stomach is present. The very early symptoms 
—discomfort, gas formation, loss of appetite—can 
be symptoms of ordinary indigestion or of cancer 
itself. 


If early symptoms do not alarm the patient, 


how can cancer be detected in time to save life? 


"A little indigestion m any patient over 30 years 


old should be regarded seriously."

The Japanese have already bitten 
off in China "more than they can 
chew" for a long time to come. 
Industrially, however, Japan will 
constantly become more and more 
of a menace to us. She has the 
very latest machinery, excellent 
shipping facilities, a huge birth 
rate, a low cost of living, and a 
very industrious people. 


Everyone seems very busy in 


this island empire. The homes are 
crowded together; every foot of 
fertile land is cultivated; and they 
tell me that "business is good." 
Of course, much of the business 
has been stimulated by the war 
with China. Even after this ends, 
however, Japan should enjoy good 
business from the rebuilding of 
China. There were several mis- 
sionaries, both Protestant and 
Catholic, aboard my ship who 
were returning to their posts in 
Japan and China. They are a 
splendid group. They speak well 
of the people of both nations. Des- 
pite some questioning of their 
value in recent years, I'm for for- 
eign missions! 


Japanese Cocky Race 


I believe the Japanese leaders 


to be honest and that they are 
anxious to be accepted graciously 
in diplomatic and business coun- 
sels. They, however, are very hard- 
boiled. 
Apparently, they 
have 


neither emotions nor sympathy. 
It is especially difficult to talk to 
them. The Chinese are no saints, 
but you can argue with them and 
"negotiate." But you might as well 
talk to a stone wall as to try to 
argue a business or political ques- 
tion with 
the Japanese. 
They 


surely arc a cocky race. 


The days of exploitation of 


China by Englishmen and Amer- 
icans are over. The Japanese are 
determined that they shall have a 
monopoly of exploiting the Chin- 
ese. Right here, let me say that I 
continue to have great sympathy 
and admiration for the wonderful 
Chinese people. I do expect to see 
trade between the United States 


is certain. Inflation is gradually 
becoming a serious factor. Just 
now it goes unnoticed by the 
people in Japan because they are 
forbidden to take more than 200 
yen in or out of the country. 
Moreover, those selling in foreign 
markets are reaping a temporary 
harvest. 
Those, however, who 


must buy goods abroad are suffer- 
ing great hardships. 


Inflation Creeping Up 


Certainly, the Japanese soldiers 


in China are learning a lesson in 
economics. They are paid in yen 
which they are told are worth 25 
cents or more in gold. If they 
keep the yen until they get back 
to Japan, they get on fairly well 
although they find a big increase 
in prices at home. If, however, 
they wish to spend their yen in 
Hong Kong or buy goods priced 
in pounds or dollars, they have 
their eyes opened to the results of 
inflation. The English and the 
Chinese banks may give them only 
10 to 12 cents for the money of 
their Emperor, whom they are 
told is the "Son of God"! 


There are many things which 


are very repugnant to me in Japan 
today. Apparently, freedom of the 
press, freedom of speech, and other 
things which we consider funda- 
mental do not today exist in 
Japan. There is a great contrast 
between the beauty of the cherry 
blossoms and the sadness of a 
liberal-minded people. From this 
point of view, Japan must be 
classed with Germany and Rus- 
sia. Japan, however, has learned 
one lesson which America must 
learn. This is that security can- 
not be legislated. Security comes 
only through courage. In fact, 
security is never talked about in 
Japan. Instead of "Security", the 
watch-word is "Sacrifice." 


Security Can't Be Purchased 
A Japanese official 
expressed 


the opinion to me that it is a mis- 
take for the American people to 
talk about "Social Security" or for 
any bureau at Washington to have 
the word "security" in its title. 
This misleads people into believ- 
ing that security can be purchased 
by paying some public depart- 
ment one or two per cent of each 
month's salary.

Last summer, the 
committee's refusal to allow the 
subject to go to the Senate on the 
ground that there was no need 
for it and that no war was com- 
ing anyhow was a major blow at 
the administration, which quietly 
accepted its defeat and waited for 
further developments. The Presi- 
dent at that time said that the 
senators were "gambling" and he 
hoped they were right If war did 
not come, there would be no harm 
done, but, if war did break out, 
American business might be ad- 
versely affected by the trade re- 
strictions. 


Actually, the events of today, 


while somewhat in line with the 
President's prediction, do not as 
yet signify any great damage to 
American business and industry, 
and there is the added advantage 
now that the whole subject will 
be debated in the light of a set of 
circumstances that could not have 
been viewed as realistically last 
summer as they are today. 


The vote which the American 


congress takes, now that war has 
broken out, will mean more than 
the vote on the existing statute. 
For, if the embargo is retained, 
it will indicate that the American 
people have made up their minds 
to forego rights to trade in the 
midst of a war, and, if the em- 
•bargo is modified, it will be serv- 
ing notice to all the world that 
America, as the leading neutral, 
does not intend to surrender her 
right to trade with neutrals in 
her own ships or to sell at her 
own doorstep to those who come 
in belligerent ships with cash.

From the successful issue of 


the War of the Revolution, there 
emerged in the history of the 
period a body of patriots who 
were portrayed as super-men and 
demi-gods, such as never before 
appeared oh the stage of the 
world, and whose valor and wis- 
dom have never since been sur- 
passed; and never again can we 
hope for their equals. There were 
only two notable exclusions from 
this crowded Hall of Fame, Bene- 
dict Arnold for his treason at West 
Point, and Charles Lee for his dis- 
obedience at the Battle of Mon- 
mouth which was only another 
lype of treason.

Among the vanished are 
two notable one-time romantic fig- 
ures in the annals of the Revolu- 
tion, Horatio Gates and Israel Put- 
nam. 


The laurels of Gates as victor of 


Saratoga began to fade even be- 
fore the war closed, and he even- 
tually emerged into the pages of 
history as an intriguer and hum- 
bug. 


Putnam lasted longer as a front 


page hero and he still remains a 
top sergeant in the school books, 
and continues as an exemplar of 
all that's epic in the aspirations 
and traditions of the Boy Scouts 
of America. An equestrian statue 
by J. Q. A. Ward has placed him 
on a pedestal in Connecticut and 
proclaims him that state's super 
hero of the Revolution. But the 
truth of history puts him in an- 
other category. 


Already in 1788, General Put- 


nam's reputation as a fighting 
general was suffering in the pop- 
ular mind by criticism and factual 
revaluation from various, sources 
where the circumstances of his 
actual career were known. 


On July 4th of that year. Col. 


David Humphreys, poet and sol- 
dier, who for a time served as an 
aide on General Putnam's staff, 
read an assay on the life of Israel 
Putnam before the Connecticut 
State Society of the Cincinnati. 


He states "that the numerous 


falsehoods relative to the birth 
and achievements of Major Gen- 
eral Putnam, which have been cir- 
culated with assiduity, and the 
uncertainty which appeared to pre- 
vail with respect to his real char- 
acter, produced the resolution of 
writing this essay and induced him 
to obtain materials from that hero 
himself." He also acknowledges 
obligations to Dr. Albigence Wal- 
do for many anecdotes communi- 
cated by General Putnam in the 
course of the present year (1788).

After the conquest of Can- 
ada he returns to his home in Con- 
necticut the major of his regiment 
and resumes the occupations of 
civil life. But not for long. Eng- 
land then being at war with Spain 
and about to make an attack on 
Havana, 
requisitions provincial 


troops to reinforce the Royal 
forces engaged in that enterprise. 
Connecticut sends two regiments, 
of one of which Putnam is named 
as lieutenant colonel. He serves 
in Cuba about five months, most 
of the fighting being against trop- 
ical diseases which took for their 
toll about one-third of the pro- 
vincials engaged. A short period 
of Indian fighting in which he 
cuts little figure, ends his mili- 
tary career until the opening of 
the Revolution. 


For some ten years before that

reinforcements, though repeatedly 
asked for them and had them in 
the immediate

battle. Colonel William Prescott, 
who was in command throughout 
the entire engagement, was heard 
to observe at a public dinner after 
the war that "Putnam's whole 
conduct was such during the ac- 
tion and the retreat that he ought 
to have been shot." 
Putnam was eppointed a major 


general by the Cun...iental Con- 
gress before the Battle of Bunker 
Hill, but had no notice of it till he 
received the commission on July 
2nd.Thus Putnam, a second briga- 
dier in the Connecticut establish- 
ment, was advanced over two gen- 
erals of superior rank in the same 
province.
